Geology, the science of the 
earth, will take its place in the 
1938-39 curriculum at St. Joseph’s. 
A laboratory, planned for Room 
238-239 in Science, Hall, will be 
equipped during the summer. The 
courses, which are 'fully described 
in the new catalog, are arranged 
to accomodate both Science and 
Arts students. For the latter a 
lecture course without the labora- 
tory periods wil} be offered. 

Broadest of the natural sciences, 
geology enlists all of the others 
in examining the various aspects 
of the earth and its history. Like 
them it has both a utilitarian and 
a sociological value. Its utilitarian 
value .has become so highly prac- 
ticalized that the agriculturist, 
the miner, the engineer, the chem- 
ist, the biologist undertake few 
projects of great importance with- 
out seeking) geological advice. 
Sociologically, geology brings the 
individual in closer contact with 
his environment than does any 
other science. It teaches him to 
observe the very ground he walks 
on; to enjoy his natural surround- 
ings at home or touring abroad. 
In a word, geology has much if 
interest and value for a man in 
any profession.
